THE SMOKE INVESTIGATION,

Wo are glad to see that the Commer-
cial Club has taken up in earpest the
investigmtion of the smoke nuisanca.
The evil of that nuisance, the bad name
that it gives to this eity, the destruc-
tion of property jnvolved in it, all eom-
bine to bring the sbatement of this
nuisance prominently before the public
as perhapa the most important step to
rodeem Salt Lake's good name for pure
air and cleanliness, and make it at-
tractive to visitors and residents.

It is & fact that tourists, travelnrs,
and home-seekers ara commenting upon
the pall of smoke which hangs over
thix city as an objection fo settling
here, both because of the endoubted
unhealihfulness of that smoke pall, and
of the destruction to property which it
involves, and heeause of this, but pri-
marily in order to make good samitary
conditions for those of us already here
and to eclear the atmosphere from de-
leterious substances, we commend un-
reservedly the action of the Board of
Governors of the Commerelal Club in
determining on a thorough investiga-
tion of the causes of this smoke pall,
and the possible means for its abafe.
mant.

We have mggested heretofora the
co-operation of the State, the county,
and the city. All these are necassary,
and we trust that it is not too late in
the lagislative session fo get from our
lawmaking body the uecessary author-
ity to make tha investigation thorough,
giving power to compel the attendance
and testimony of witnesses, the pro-
dustion of exhibits, and the like, so
that the investigation will be backed
by sufficient authority to get to the
hottom of the whale matter. The eity
is primarily both the contributor and
the sufferar, but the county is a large
contributor to the canse of that suf-
foring, although the eity 1tself contri-
butes probably the msin portion of the
smake tronble, The county. however,
suffers proportionately with the city,
and whatever is injurions to this eity
and connity 18 injurious to the State.
The steps taken by the Governors of
the Commereial ('lnb should he backed
by State authority. for it is necessary
to have such backing in order to get the
necessary testimony and make the thor-
oupgh investigation that is required. Wea
trust there will be no delay in push-
ing this work, and that the legislative
ainthority will be promptly and unre
servedly oxtendasd.

Referring to Secre-
tary Fisher’s comment upon the duty
of San Francisco to come tp terms with
the Spring Valley Water Compruy and
the assumption of authority in the mat-
ter by the Secretary of the Interior, the
San Francisco Chromicle comments as
follows:

The obnoxiousness of the
assertion of Foderal control by indi-
rect means ‘‘to compel! ohedience to
the Federal will in matters ahsolutely
outslde PFeodera) juriedietion,'’ is the
nubi of the whole question. The Fed-
eral mutoerats undertake to maka the
riparian control the absolute control of
the water. That is, the ownership of
the laud, secording to the Washington
autoerntic jdem, carries with it the con-
trol of the water. That this is 8 nox-
ious doctrine altogether there is no

e
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donbt. It is & doctrine that has never
pravalled in this country, and it is
impossible that it should prevail with
respect to mon-navigebls waters,

We trust that the ecity of San Fran-
cisco snd the State of California will
proceed as the Chromicle has indicated,
bringing the matter to test befora the
Supreme Court of the United States,
In such test we do mot suppose thore
is any real doubt in the minds of uny
one who has investigated the principles
involved, but that the ecity and State
would win.

CAPITOL COMMISSION ENDORSED.

It is eminently satisfactory to see
that the State Capitel Commisgion has
the unapnimous endorsement of the joint
Committea on Appropristions of the
Senate and Honso of the Utah Logisla-
ture, The members of that commission
appeared before the joint committee in
indignant prolest against the lettor of
Secrefary of State Mattson, and proved
conclusively that his estimates and fig-
nres wore thoroughly misleading, where
he undertook to ghow that the eapitol
construction and finishing will nol re-
quire the amount of money that has
been sot aside for them. Even if It
should bes sssumed in support of Mr.
Mattson 's position that the money set
apart for the capitol constroction will
oot all be needed within the mext two
years, the proof is easily at hand to
show that that assumption is incorrect;
for, since the contractors have mssured
the Capitol Commission that the con
struction will be completo and that suf-
ficieot rooms for the accommodation af
tho legislative session when it meets
two years heoce will be ready then, it
is manifest that the appropriation mmst
be mostly spent witbin the unext two
years,

It is also pleasnnt to see thal the

committee takes the same view that The
Tribune did yesterday morning, and
unanjmously rejects the idea that it
would be just as well to eonstruct an
mferior building, one that the people
would be ashamed of a= long as it stood.
The magnificent site upon which the
eapitol is to be constructed requires a
building of eorresponding sighthness,
and the legislators are, much to their
eredit, not in the least disposed to de-
faca that site and make themselves
blameworthy by restricting the build-
ing operations to a mere makeshifi.
What the people of Utah wunt 1s a
building that they will be proud of, one
that will ba a eredit to them and to
the Biate, and that will be not only
commendable from an architectural and
artistis standpoint, but that w". be
thoroughly safe in protecting gainst
all acecidents the archives of thy State,
and that will be rooms enough to ac
commodate the State's business for al
least fifty wears to come.
The unanimous approval by the joint
appropriation committea of the Capitol
Commission's plan, and its vote of con-
fidence in that commission are both ex
eellent signs that the Lemslature i not
to be hoodwinked by any amall dodge
or back-fire proposition for the gratifi.
ocation of any one's pique or prejudice,
By this vole r commodious, sightly, and
safe eapitol struclure 18 assured, and
we feel justified in congratulating the
peopls of the State nn this favorable
ontcome to a situation that ought never
to have arisen.

OUHINA AND OPIUM.

Thera appears to be some frietion
between Great Britain and China with
respect to the working out of the mast
recent opium treaty hetween these two
powers. That treaty provided for the
gradual decrease of the opium imporis
into Ching, if China would itself sup-
press in the seme ratio the home.grown
opium product. It was expected that in
the working out of this treaty the
opium traffic botween Great Britain's
India possessiops and China would nlto-
gether cease in ten years, and within
that same period the cultivation of the
poppy in China for the purpose of mak.
ing opium for commercial use would also
be discontinuned,

But it appears that there has been
some miscaleulation by the opinum grow.
ers in India, and they are dizcontented
with the working of the treatyv. Evi-
dently it was assumed in Iundia thatl
Cbina would not carry out her part
of the treaty, and that, therefore, the
exports of aplum from India would not
be materially interfered with, 1n spite
of the treaty. But Chiva huas been en
foreing her part of the treaty with a
savage rigor that indicates clearly the
earnostness of both the old and the
new governmants in China on this ques.
f10n. A shorl time ago a report was that
a woman found smoking opium in one of
the interior cities in Chine was Mogaed
and shot. The Chinese lroops are also
arresting and even killing farmers in
Ching who do not conform to the order
of the government and stop the cults
vation of the opium peppy.

This action on the part of the Uhinese
government is a complete reversal of
the Eust India opinion ns to what
China would do in ecarrying oot the
treaty, and there is corresponding dis-
content in India ou sccount of it. If
it bad been found that China wns not
earrying ont the treaty, Imdia waould
have been quite content; bul now that
it is apparent that China ix not onmly
carrying out the treaty, but is deter
mined to get the benefit of it in the
gradual yearly restriction of opium im
ports from JIodia until those imports
are entirely stopped, Indin is shocked
and dismayed.

In response to {hig sentiment in India
the British government, so report goes,
has represented to the new Chinese re-
public that au abatement of jts zoal for
the restriction of opium farming in
Chinga would be agreeable to Grest
Britain. The trouble is that a number
of speculators in Indla opium, taking
the Tndia view that China would do
nothing effective towards the diseon-

tinunuce of the opium eulture, loadad

up on opium, expecting the traffic to
go on just ne before, They are now
“full up’* in opium holdings and want
to unlond They, therafore, desire to
have the Chiness mnrket held open
for them for a while until they can
get rid of their necumulated supplies.
The incldent affords another unplens
ant chapler in British diplomaey, The
scandalous opium war by means of
which Great Britain forced China (o
accept opinm imperts from India, is
fresh in the memory of all students of
Oriental affairs; awd now Great Brit
ain is reported as willing to repeat on
a smaller seale its activities in favor of
those who deal in this pernicious drug,
It is pothing to Crent Britnin that
Chinx suffering distressful effects
from the prevalence of {he of
opinm. What Greatl Britain desires is
to belp her opium farmers in India and
tha speculators in India who have ae
cumulated large stores of opium in the
hope that China would be found dere
[l 1o the requirements of the most re-
eent opiom trestv, and thot ther would
be able to continue their traffie just
ns before.  And now Ureat Britain,
which is such a sticker for treaty obli-
gation, and which has undertaken to
hold the United States up to the con-
tempt of the world boerauss we wonld
get some benefit for ourselves from
the enormous expenditures in building
the Panama ecanal, is found dehasing
lierself and prostituting her influence in
support of tho traffickers In the miser-
ahle opium trade, even to the extent of
disregarding the treaty. A high plane
this is, truly, from which to daliver loe-

nea

The hardware and farniture
gtores are doing a hig epring business
Thera is & heavy demand for spring
goods, monewv is plentiful to pay for
them, and eollections are good.

Many hundreds of homes will doubt
less he built in thia ecity during the
oneoming season, The fair weather has
opened up the home building and realty
activities. Large numbers of home-
sites hava heen bought during the win
ter, the husinoss activity in these is
pow brisker than ever before, and in-
quiries almost swamp the realty men’s
offices,

Work on tha excavation for the capi-
tol is progressing well, and the eontrae
tors expect to begiu during thi= mounth
the construction work for the building
The high school on the east bench is
gotting on well, as is slgo the adminis
tration building of the State Umiver
sity.

An enterprise which affords great
hope for the future is that of reclaim-
ing about 100,000 acres of mlkali and
swamp lands contiguous to this city
west of the river. The Legislature has
passed a bi]l providing for drainage die
tricts, and this is a powerful stimulant
to the work. Experiments made by the
Government in leaching out alkali lands
have been very promising, and it is now
ponsidered as established that this lend
is probably better adapted to sugar
beets and truck farm vegetables than
any other in the State, when properly
prepared. This project has been laid

A decrease of slightly less than one
million pounds of copper during Ieb-
ruary in the domestie wisible supply
was made known Friday by the Ameri
can (opper DProducers’ Association.
This was much more favorable thau
had been anticipated; but it was a re-
gult brought about largely by decreased
copper nproduction, which wus practi-
eally double the increoase in deliveries
for consumption,

Reports say that a considerable
amount of copper has been sold during
the past ten days, much of it to be de-
livered during March., The large pro
ducers profess to beliove that the pres-
ent price of copper belongs at 15 cents
a pound, at which range they have
agnin established their ssking price.
